A HUNDRED local people have 
got new jobs in just one month, 
thanks to Greenwich Local Labour 
and Business (GLLaB), the council- 
sponsored employment and training 
agency. 

Its partnership with local firms is 
bringing benefits to businesses as well. 

One of the newest recruits is Kizito 
Ssengooba, who has just started work as 
a senior administrator with Greenwich- 
based bakery Paul Rhodes in King 
William Walk. 

Kizito, from Woolwich, had been out of 
work for six years. He said: “Finally, after 
intensive support from GLLaB and four 
interviews, I was successful. I am very 
happy to have this job as I can now provide 
for my wife and children. Not working 
meant that I was at home all day, job 
searching, bored and disappointed. I was 
desperate to work and I am very grateful 
to have this opportunity. I love admin so 
I’m happy to be doing something I enjoy.” 

Deborah Ready from Paul Rhodes of 
London said: “It was very helpful to 
have GLLaB vetting and collating CVs, 
resulting in a much quicker shortlisting 
process for us. Thanks once again for 
the assistance given to helping us fill this 
position at such short notice.”

Use £4m to mend our roads 


I WAS pleased to see the 
successful £4 million bid by 
the royal borough for road 
improvements. ^ 

However, it appears that less ^ 
than one per cent is to be 
spent on resurfacing roads. 

Surely the fairest way to use A 
these funds for the benefit of 
all would be to tackle the dreadful 
road surfaces existing in many parts 
of the borough. 

In Bexley Road SE9, the royal borough 
constructed a cycle lane which proved to 
be too narrow. The first markings were 
then obliterated which has led to the 
road breaking up into gravel, much of 
which is on the pavement, thrown up by 
passing vehicles. 

The cyclists, therefore cannot safely ride 
in the lane so most take to the pavement. 
From the top of Eltham High Street to 
the boundary with Bexley this busy road 
is a mass of potholes and worse. 

A similar situation exists in Riefield 
Road, also SE9 where the approach to the 
humps is a mass of holes and cracks. 

I am sure there are many other roads 
throughout the borough in the same 
state.

Recent 
statistics for the borough show increasing 
numbers of cyclists and some of the lowest 
road traffic accident rates in London. TfL has 
provided further funds for us to continue with 
these vital improvements."

Can't council curb 
landlord numbers? 

MUCH is heard about high house/home 
prices. The practice of buying homes 
solely to let with a view to making a profit 
must be contributing to high prices. 

Should the council be doing all in its 
power to curb the avaricious who do this 
in order to maximise the return on their 
investment? Should the government be 
seeking to reinstate legislation akin to the 
previous Fair Rent Act in order to attempt 
to make homes affordable for all? 

As interest rates rise again it is those with 
newish mortgages who are likely to be 
most affected as their repayments rise. 
Those with debts may also suffer. 
Perversely, this rise may also increase 
the number of homes for sale and thus 
contribute to a lowering or at least a 
stabilising of house prices because those 
who currently make, say, five per cent or 
so from buying to let might then be able 
to achieve that by other forms of investing 
and therefore may consider selling up. 
Homes are to live in and not to let. Homes 
are necessary for all and shouldn't be 
game for the greedy who have one but 
seek to exploit those less 'fortunate'. 

Tony Norwell, Abbey Wood 
• A spokesman for the royal borough 
said: "The proportion of people renting 
privately in the royal borough has gone up 
significantly in the last ten years. 

While some people benefit from this 
flexibility, in some areas of the borough 
rents are higher than some people 
can afford, and the quality of rented 
accommodation is sometimes hampered 
by inexperienced or inattentive landlords. 
Although the council is limited in its 
ability to control the numbers of private 
rented properties, we are investing 
significant resources into overcoming 
issues of affordability and quality. 

By working with local developers and 
housing associations, and by developing 
our own stock, we are working to make 
more affordable housing available. In 
the last five years. Royal Greenwich has 
secured 4,31 0 affordable homes. 

Through Meridian Home Start, the council 
is providing affordable homes to working 
families who would not be a priority for 
social housing and who would otherwise 
be renting in the private rented sector. 

We are also running several initiatives to 
improve the quality of private rents. 

We are developing an accreditation 
scheme for landlords, which will promote 
higher standards and best practice. 
Additional support, advice and help are 
being provided to landlords and tenants. 

To tackle rogue landlords who provide 
over-crowded or unsafe accommodation, 
we have set up an enforcement taskforce."

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THE royal borough-led transformation of 
Woolwich town centre has won an award from 
planning experts. 

The redevelopment of the borough's biggest 
town centre was named Best Town Centre 
Project at the London Planning Awards earlier 
this month. 

The awards recognise development schemes 
that have made a difference to the capital as a 
whole. 

The Woolwich Squares project scooped 
the win and was praised by judges for "its 


subtle yet transformative changes to the 
way Woolwich Town Centre works, including 
the provision of a large supermarket, 960 
residential units and new Civic Offices." 

The town centre facelift has seen a major 
revamp of General Gordon Square, making 
it a focal point for the local community and 
visitors. The square houses a BBC big screen 
which shows major sporting and cultural 
events as well as community information. 

The project has also seen the reworking of 
Beresford Square which houses Woolwich 


Market. The redevelopment is part of an 
ambitious programme of regeneration in 
Woolwich, which has also seen new landmark 
buildings including the Woolwich Central site 
and the new Woolwich Centre, which houses 
a new library and new Royal Borough service 
centre. 

Council leader Chris Roberts said: "Woolwich 
has changed greatly over the last 2-3 years 
and these new public spaces and buildings 
are a clear sign of how the town is growing 
and regenerating. General Gordon Square 


in particular is now a wonderful space for 
the community and we've enjoyed seeing 
people from all over the borough and visitors 
enjoying events in the square and children 
especially enjoying the new water feature. 

"Woolwich has also greatly benefitted from 
a better road layout for buses coming through 
the town centre. 

"These are exciting times for the area, not 
least with the new Crossrail station due to 
open in four years. It's brilliant to see our long- 
held vision for Woolwich becoming a reality."

welfare reforms. A special local labour 
initiative called the Greenwich Local 
Labour Programme (GLLP) was set up 
by the council in response to the changes 
to the welfare system ten months ago. 

It invested £6 million into GLLP which 
provides paid work placements for people 
who have been long-term unemployed. 
More than 121 have completed six- 
month placements and so far, more than 
four out of every five people have gone 
on to find jobs through GLLaB. 

A further 31 young residents have been 
recruited onto a GLLP apprenticeship 
scheme. Cllr Chris Roberts, leader of 
the royal borough, said: “I am so proud 
of the work GLLaB does, and the huge 


role the service plays in helping local 
people to find work and in supporting 
local businesses. I’m especially proud 
of the achievements of GLLaB and the 
GLLP initiative in helping those most 
impacted by the changes to the benefits 
system. 

“As seen from the work we’ve done with 
Rhodes, not only can GLLaB help key 
business to expand their service and 
offer more employment opportunities, 
it’s also crucial in helping our local 
residents to secure work and gain 
essential skills, experience and training 
too. This is one example of the fine 
work we do across the borough and why 
GLLaB is often upheld of an example of 
best practice.” 


Trio of noisy neighbours fined 


THREE people in the royal 
borough have been fined for 
annoying their neighbours 
by making too much noise, 
after prosecutions were 
brought by the council. 

Bexley magistrates 

convicted Charlotte 

Wickenden of Gossage Road, 
Plumstead, in her absence 
on January 27 for breaching 
a noise abatement notice by 
playing music too loudly. 

She was fined £200 on each 
of three offences, and ordered 
to pay a £20 victim surcharge 
and £733 prosecution costs. 

On the same day, Samantha 
Joy of Ormsby Point, Vincent 
Road, Woolwich, pleaded 
guilty to two offences of 


causing a noise nuisance 
through playing loud music. 

The court heard that she 
disagreed that the music 
was too loud. The court fined 
her £50 for each offence and 
ordered her to pay a £20 
victim surcharge. She was 
also told to pay court costs of 
£726. 

On February 4, George 
Leitch of The Redwoods, 
Congleton Grove, Woolwich, 
was found guilty of a charge 
of ignoring a noise abatement 
notice, after pleading not 
guilty by post. 

He was fined £400, with a 
victim surcharge of £40 and 
ordered to pay court costs of 
£857. 


The courts granted 
forfeiture orders, which 
means the council can dispose 
of the music equipment 
seized from the defendants’ 
homes. 

Cllr Maureen O’Mara, the 
royal borough’s cabinet 
member for community 
safety and enforcement, said: 
“These were serious cases, 
which were recognised as 
such by the fines imposed. 

“Residents who commit 
antisocial behaviour such as 
noise nuisance can expect 
the council to be robust in its 
actions.”

A VIDEO has been produced 
by the Greenwich Telecare 
Service to show how people can 
live independently in their own 
homes. 

The royal borough’s scheme 
is a 24-hour, seven-day service 
that helps people arrange help 
in an emergency such as a fall. 

The video, on the royal 
borough’s website, features 
interviews with users. 

Those eligible for the service 
are older people, those with 
disabilities and people who 


have been victims of hate 
crimes and domestic violence. 

Users describe the Telecare 
Service as like having another 
person by their side. 

Also explained are options 
such as an alarm and emergency 
button, extra sensors and a 
home security package. 

Cllr John Fahy, cabinet 
member for adults and older 
people, said: “I am very proud 
of our Telecare Service. It’s 
an important part of the royal 
borough’s aim in promoting 


independence for residents and 
our commitment to providing 
integrated care options to those 
who need them. 

“I encourage residents to have 
a look at the video and consider 
whether they - or someone they 
know - could benefit.”

Students see councillors order 
safety changes after accident

CAMPAIGNING students 
from Woolwich Polytechnic 
have successfully had road 
safety measures installed 
outside their school. 

They were determined to see 
action taken after one of the 
pupils had to be airlifted to 
hospital after an accident. 

They presented their 
campaign to the council’s 
highways committee last year, 
and were invited to go along 
to a follow-up committee in 
January to hear the outcome. 

Some of the student council 
were invited to tea with Cllr 
Angela Cornforth, the Mayor 
of Royal Greenwich, in her 
parlour before hearing what 
the committee had decided. 

During their hour with the 
mayor the students were able 
to ask questions, saw the 
mayoral chains and robes, and 
were given the opportunity to 
role-play a council meeting in 
the council chamber. 

They then went into the 


committee meeting, and 
heard first-hand how their 
presentation and hard work 
had directly influenced the 
committee. The changes that 
were agreed and scheduled to 
come in from March are: 

• Reducing the speed limit 
from 40mph to 30mph on 
Central Way, and from 30mph 
to 20mph on Bentham Road 

• Making the dual carriageway 
a single lane for traffic with 
the other as a bus and cycle 
lane 

• Narrowing the width of the 
neck of the road entering and 
exiting the roundabout 

• Introducing vehicle- 
activated speed signs on both 
Bentham Road and Central 
Way, and a crossing on the 
Aldi side of the Central Way 
roundabout. 

Joint headteacher Tim Plumb 
said: “We’re immensely proud 
of our student council, who are 
making a change not only for 
those at Woolwich Polytechnic 
School but for all those in the 
local community.” 

The students were Ali 
Mohammed, Abdullahi 


Abdullahi, Aadam Bocus, 
Praise Mtetwa, Segun Okunnu, 
Louis Richards-Miller and 
Samuel Olarewaju. 

Praise said: “This project has 
been a real eye opener. It has 
made me feel like I have done 
a really positive thing not just 


for myself and my school but 
also for our local community. 

“I have learned more 
about the process of how 
governments and councils 
work and I think it might be 
something I want to get into 
in the future.”

He posed 
with the first class stamp 
which depicts a charger 
from the King’s Troop 
Royal Horse Artillery. 

It shows the Army’s 
Ceremonial Saluting 
Battery, who did the Royal 
Gun Salute in Hyde Park 
on February 6, 2012 to mark 
the anniversary of the 
Accession to the Throne of 
Her Majesty The Queen and 
the start of celebrations for 
Her Diamond Jubilee.

Highlands, said: “I’m proud 
to be part of the Royal Mail 
Stamp launch and really 
pleased I got to hold £ our’ 
stamp.

For more than 6,000 
years the working horse 
has made a significant 
contribution to life and 


labour in human culture. 

The King’s Troop Royal 
Horse Artillery, set up by 
King George V, a British 
Army mounted unit, is 
responsible for firing 
Royal Salutes on State 
occasions. 

It provides a gun carriage 
and a team of black horses 
for State and military 
funerals, and performs the 
duties of the Queen’s Life 
Guard at Horse Guards 
Parade for one month 
every summer.

The changes are part of 
a restructuring initiative by the Ministry 
of Defence. 

Band members past and present 
performed. The Mayor of the royal 
borough, Cllr Angela Cornforth, 
honoured band members with medals. 

In return, the band gave the royal 
borough their banner, which was 



presented to them about 100 years ago. 

They also handed over a shell case that 
had been presented to the band during 
their recent deployment to Afghanistan. 

The band decided that they would prefer 
it to stay in Woolwich on their departure.

SUPPORT for the borough’s campaign 
to tackle domestic violence has 
come from two mothers who have 
experienced it at first hand. 

Faye Garwood and Cassie Taylor set 
up an award-winning support group for 
other vulnerable women to help them 
move on, and make a fresh start. 

They decided to launch FACE, 
which stands for Faye and Cassie’s 
Empowerment, after meeting at a 
children’s centre. 

They run a drop-in centre at Halton 
Court, Kidbrooke, each Monday providing 
emotional and practical support, plus 
advice from visiting experts. The group 
supports local women who feel isolated, 
vulnerable and alone and more than 
three-quarters of their members have 
experienced domestic violence. 

Recent speakers have come from the 
Miscarriage Association and the Mothers 
of Sexually Abused Children (MO SAC) 
group, who talked about the signs of 
abuse and how to educate children of the 
dangers. Other visitors have talked about 
job opportunities, crime prevention, 
housing, money, and victim support. 
Eltham MP Clive Efford recently went 
to meet members and ran a half-hour 
surgery. 

There have also been speakers from the 
HER Centre, the borough’s women-led 
charity, which is a partner in the Royal 
Greenwich Against Domestic Violence 
Campaign, launched earlier this month. 

The two women are firmly behind the 
royal borough’s new campaign. 

Cassie said: “It’s fantastic that it is

happening. You need to get it all out into 
the open. Most women are frightened to 
come forward to say anything, and this 
creates a whole wall of silence. Faye 
and I have both experienced horrendous 
domestic violence and going through the 
courts, so we are highly qualified with 
what we do.” 

The mum-of-three who studied health 
and social care at Greenwich Community 
College and was presented with an award 
for her work with FACE, added: “It needs 
to be made clear from the outset that this 
is not about blaming abused women, it’s 
about making them realise they deserve 
better, and helping them to change their 
lives. It’s about turning their lives 
around - and showing them they 
don’t have to be stuck where 
they are.” 

Faye, who did victim support 
training, added: “We talk to 
people about their problems, 
then go off and find the 
agencies to help them 
get the support and advice 
they need. We are about 
empowering women to change 
their lives. We have run beauty 
days and children’s days and 
we’re working with the Greenwich 
Community College to offer ‘learning 
together’ sessions for mums and classes 
in paediatric first aid.”

PUPILS had a chance to learn about the 
traditional music of Indonesia when 
gamelan musician Aris Daryono visited 
their school.

T HIRTY young people have 
the chance to win a ticket to 
the adventure of a lifetime. 

The council is sponsoring 30 places 
for crew members as part of its 
support for September’s Tall Ships 
regatta, which will end in Greenwich. 

Up to 50 of the world’s most 
spectacular tall ships are due to set 
out on the race from Falmouth via the 
Isle of Wight in an event organised 
by Sail Training International. 

The young people will be taken on 
and trained as working crew members. 
No previous sailing is necessary - just 
a taste for adventure and excitement! 

Applications close at the end of 
March and are open to anyone 
aged 16 to 25 who lives or studies in 
the borough. Details are now being 
distributed by schools, youth clubs, 
the Charlton Athletic Community 
Trust and other organisations. 

For young people, it’s a unique 
opportunity to learn new skills, make 
friends, and have memories that will 
stay withthemfortherestof their lives. 

They will be sailing on an A class tall 
ship which are the largest and most 
magnificent ships in the fleet. And they 
will experience the thrill of sailing a 
tall ship and being part of a sailing race 
team before cruising into London. 

Two young people who have already 
experienced sailing a tall ship are 
Storm Smith-Suckoo from Charlton 
and Suzy Cooper from Greenwich 
who are now visiting local schools 
to encourage students to sign up. 

Although the council is sponsoring 
30 places, other people of all ages 
can take part if they are able to 
fund their own applications. 

Depending on the size of the 
ship, it will cost around £90 a 
day to cover the cost of a berth, 
training, safety equipment, wet 
weather gear, food and drink.

Signed up 
to set sail 

MORE and more people are signing up 
for the adventure of a lifetime. They 
want to take part in the thrilling five- 
day race from Falmouth, around the 
Isle of Wight and on to Greenwich. Up 
to 50 majestic vessels are expected to 
take part. It will be the first time in 25 
years that London has played host to 
a major international tall ships regatta 
- with Greenwich as the host port. The 
event is set to attract boats old and 
new, and hundreds of local people 
have the opportunity to get on board 
as trainee crew members. 

They include Stuart Mills, 37, who 
knows all about life under the sea - but 
never actually sailed on it. 

Stuart is a fish trader at Billingsgate 
market, and sees the race as a unique 
chance to be trained as a sailor. He 
said: "It's going to be exciting and 
good fun. I'm smiling at the chance 
of being like Capt Jack Sparrow, 
but mostly I just want the whole 
experience, working with like-minded 
bubbly people. Sailing is something I 
have admired from afar for a long time 
so I want to be able to come away from 
it with a bit of knowledge so I can do 
more." 

He added: "I'm applying to go on the 
Morgenster, which is a very tall Dutch 
ship. My son Joshua, 1 7, who used to 
be a student at Crown Woods College, 
wants to take part as well but he hasn't 
yet decided which ship to apply for." 

A steer for 
shore crew 

THE deadline for volunteer stewards 
has been extended until this Friday 
(Feb 21). 

The stewards are needed to help 
visitors find their way around the 
ships which will be moored along the 
Greenwich riverside from September 
5-9. 

To be eligible, volunteers need to live, 
work or study in the borough. They 
are being recruited and trained by the 
Volunteer Centre in Greenwich. 

More than 70 people have already 
come forward to be trained as 
uniformed guides. For around 20 
of them it will be just like old times. 
They were part of the celebrated 
Gamesmakers squad during the 
201 2 Olympics, and will performing a 
similar meeting-and-greeting role for 
the Tall Ships event. 

Volunteers include Mo Adams, who 
was a team leader in Greenwich 
during the Olympics. She worked 
in Greenwich Park, the Old Royal 
Naval College, and near Greenwich 
market, beating the drum for the 
town, helping to direct people, 
giving them directions, and giving 
out local information. Mo, a PA for 
an NHS nursing manager, said: "It 
was all about building up people's 
enthusiasm, and it was great to get 
feedback from them saying what a 
good job we were doing. It's such a 
great opportunity to be a volunteer. 
Helping people and socialising with 
them is great, and helps you develop 
as a person. I'm really looking forward 
to doing it again during the Tall Ships 
race."

Talker of 
the towns 


IT'S easy to wax lyrical on the world's greatest 
cities. The romance of Paris, the beachfront 
in Cannes, the wonderful harbour in Sydney. 
But finding humour in towns long forgotten 
is harder and it takes no little courage to try. 
"Mark Steel is in Town," now in its 5th series 
on Radio 4, has found the ultimate formula - 
solid research, gentle ribbing and style. 
Touring the UK with his eponymous show, 
Mark Steel returned to a favourite haunt on 
Saturday night (Feb 15). 

"Blackheath Halls is fantastic", he told GT 
Time, "and when full, there is no better place". 
Born down in Swanley, Steel came up the 
hard way - an orphan and adopted at birth. 
But Fleet Street columns (The Guardian and 
The Independent) got him started, the radio 
followed (The Mark Steel Solution) and his last 
tour of Britain sold out. 

"Comics are different from actors", he insisted, 
"it's spontaneity from the audience that we 
want". Genuinely taken with the towns that 
he visits, he scores points with the locals for 
his research. He teases, cajoles but stays the 
safe side of rude, but "sometimes I'm right on 
the edge". 

Not naturally funny, his humour is clever, his 
delivery relaxed and unhurried. He effortlessly 
slides from the towns to the high street and 
no retailer is safe from his barbs; from the 
staff down at Subway who make "sarnies 
with luminescent gloves" to the "supposed" 
chicken they serve down at Nandos. The town 
history exhausted, he moves on to himself 
and his phobia of anything new; from remotes 
and computers and touch screens and 
phones and his favourite and most hated, the 
call centre;"if our call matters. ..how about 
picking up the phone", he laments. 

A loyal Crystal Palace supporter, he couldn't 
resist a dig at the Addicks;"l like their new 
strategy of not losing by waterlogging the 
pitch." His crescendo's a rant of phenomenal 
venom but there's rhythm and structure 
and pace. He's not quite a Macintyre nor a 
Merton nor Boyle but he is sharp and he's 
witty and he has great natural charm.

WITH fire raging out 
k M of a block of flats on 
◄ the Connaught housing 
estate, it was no wonder 
that somebody called 
the fire brigade. 

But when firefighters arrived, they 
merely watched for a while until 
they were called to a real emergency, 
because the commotion was all part 
of a new SKY1 drama The Smoke. 

Real firefighters had already been 
told about the filming, but were 
duty bound to respond to the shout 
having been called. 

About 1,500 letters had been sent 
out to residents warning them of 
what was going to take place for 
the night-time filming for the series, 
which starts on Thursday. 

Explaining how parts of the drama 
came to be filmed in the royal 
borough, director Chris Fry said: 
“The series is set in East London. We 
looked at estates in all sorts of places. 

“We needed to do a quite a huge 
fire and after an extensive search 
we decided the Connaught estate in 
Woolwich worked perfectly. 

“It wasn’t just a high rise building, 
but it had character to it. 

“Greenwich film unit 
were incredibly helpful and 
accommodating and wanted to work 
with us. They are by far the most 
helpful council film office in London. 

“Greenwich were really proactive 
and you don’t always get people who 
are keen to bring filming to their 
borough. 

“I’ve worked on several series of 
Spooks [the BBC spy drama] and it 
became harder and harder to film 
in London,” he said, adding that 
lessons for many could be learnt 
from the United States. 

“In New York they shut streets 
down for you. They see it as a 
benefit, because all it does is bring 
money and interest to New York.” 

Some of the team who worked 
on The Smoke are involved with 
the next series of US drama 24 - 
Live Another Day, starring Keifer 
Sutherland, and they also have 
filmed at the Connaught estate.

Sabre rattler! 

Young fencer takes first national title

JONATHAN ‘ JJ’ Webb has chalked up 
his first national title by becoming 
the British fencing under-20s 
champion. 

The 17-year-old sabre fencer, in his 
first year in the age-group, went into the 
competition ranked British under-20s No 
1 after qualifying to represent his country 
in March’s European Championships. 

The Greenwich resident fought off 
six rivals in the pool stages of the sabre 
competition in Docklands, East London. 

Then the Starting Blocks-supported 
fencer defeated four more opponents on 
the way to the final, where he faces fellow 
Camden Fencing Club member Rubin 
Amsalem. 


Having won two previous rounds by the 
narrow margin of 15-13 - and one 15-1 - JJ 
fended off his rival 15-12 in a tight final to 
take the crown. 

He said: “It’s always difficult to come 
up against a fellow club member because 
you train with them day in, day out, but 
it happens and especially in the later 
rounds of tournaments. 

“It’s very nice to take the national title, 
because that’s my first one. I’ve topped 
the rankings a few times but not won a 
national title. 

“The semi-final and final were difficult 
fights. The one after I won 15-1 looked 
quite close on paper and I made it a bit 
difficult for myself.” 

JJ has little time to recover before flying 
to Jerusalem to compete in the European 
under-20s championships at the end of 
the month. 


Despite being at the 
youngest end of the 
age-group, he has high 
ambitions. 

“I’ve had a 
mixed season of 
international results,” 
he said. “Sometimes 
I’ve got where I 
thought I should 
be and sometimes 
results have been 
disappointing. 

“Maybe I can finish in the 
top 32 or top 16. It’s a difficult 
tournament and I just want to see what I 
can do.” 

Starting Blocks is a charity set up by the 
royal borough to give financial support 
to promising sports men and women. It 
currently supports about 50 athletes and
